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RAILWAY RATES. 
, The enquiry now being conducted by 
J. S. McLean: on bebalf of the Domin- 
ion goveramert ipto the rates charged 
by the various railways, is disclosing 
many instances which the companies 
will find very difficult to justify. But 
pnobably in no part of Canada are 
those peculiar instances as marked as 
in the Northwest, “Whe visit of Mr. 
McLean to Edmonton on the 20th inst. 
will give an opportunity of bringing 
ihem, forward, a# they must, be if the 
injustice is to be remedied; It, is not 
necessary to gol inti particulars bere. 
The broad tact us that aithough. the 
cost of the railway has been paid by 
ihe country; although the Northwest 
paid very much; more than ‘ts fair 
share of that cost im the enormous 
land grant, although’ the actual -vast 
of haul per mile is much less to North- 
west potnts, the rate per mile is much 
higher to all Northwest points than 
to points ca the British COclumbia 
cpast, It has been stated as a mat- 
ter of fact that the rate trom Mion. 
ireal to Edmontpa for instanca is 
higher than trom Montreal to Van- 
couver, aJthough the distance is 600 
miles less, thea {bere are no moun- 
tain ranges to cross. During a rate 
war some yearns ago the passenger rate 
from Calgary to Montreal was the 
iocal rate from Calgary te Vancouyer 
added to the rate from Vancouver to 
Mpnireal. ‘ 
The excuse oi the company of course 
is that Vancouver is a competing 
point while Edmonton is not; and that 
the company must’ get a share of the 
ire'ght for and trom gompeting points 
even at cost/of haul ini order to keep 
their road going, That’ is all very 
well as an argumani. But if the rates 
for which the raiiways carry from and 
to competing pouits is the cost of haul, 
tou-competing points are entitled ‘to 
rates bearing some proportion to ‘the 
same cost of haul. While every one 
knows that in the case of nop-compet- 
ing points the cost of haul does not 
enter into consideration. It, is merely 
a case of finding, out wha the traffic 
will bear and charging that; Neces- 
sarily the Northwest is the parti of 
the Dominion which suffers most from 
this policy of charging all the traffic 
will bear, and; must; continue to dia_so 
unless government affords relief.; For 
even if we have competition, we are 
never safe from combination, ‘d- 
monfen Cannot make out a special 
case of discrimmation in the matter 
of incoming freight, but the evidence 
given here should form part of a gen- 
eral case to be submitted to parlia. 
ment by the Northwest claiming rail- 
way service at} a rate bearing some 
Pra@poriton to the cost of read and cost 
of haul, instea@ of at) a rate based 
partly on aj calculation of what ithe 
traffic Will bear and. partly om the 
need of maktng up losses incurred: in 
hauling below cost from competing 
points. 
, While we get the benefit of the long 
haul rates on grain to Port Arthur 
we are nolj so ferturate tm our grain 
rates westward, and as we are only 
800 miles from the Pacific as cx mpared 
wtth neerly 1500 miles to Lake Super- 
jor, the rate to the Pacific is the more 
important. Some years agiq the rates 
on gratin from Edmenton to the Koote., 
nay and other interior points in Brit- 
ish Columbia and to the coast were 
re-adjusted by the company on ‘the 
supposition that the traffic would bear 
the rates as re-adjustey. So far as 
the Kootenay was concerned, that ex- 
pectation has been fairly—although 
not altogether—reglized; and as a con- 
Sequence we have been able ‘io secure 
a remunerative market for our oats 
and other produce. But production in 
this district seems likely to run ahead 
of consumpiton in the Kootenay or 
at least of our share of the market 
there. So far our produce dealers have 
been unabie to secure a iooting in the 
Kettle river district; the most’ flour- 
ishing section of the while mining 
regiort “We are also unable to reach 
the coast in competition, at’ present 
rates The present would appear to 
be an opportune time fio considen the 
propmety of a further cut in western 
rates on gram on the ground thai 
present rates are more than the traf- 
fic will bear successfully and that ‘the 
extension of production in North Al- 
berta makes a further reduction ne- 
cessary in ‘the interests of the trade 
of the district and of the traffic of the 
railway. The success of the proposal

HARVEST HELP PROBLEM 

The prairie wheat belt seemq to be 
gonfronted with a very serious prob- 
lem in the scarcity of labor for the 
harvest. C’*matic conditions this sea- 
eon have favored a remarkably rank 
growth, With the large increase in 
ihe crop area and the enormous bufk 
of straw to be handJed, the harvesting 
of our grain, crops will entail an im- 
mense amount ot labor upon the farm- 
ers. It us one of the, features of cur 
mode of farmug in the west, that a 
lange number of extra, mem are re- 
quired during harvest. Where wheat 
ov grain, is almost the sole interest of 
a large number of the farmers, the 
vear’s work is crowded, inilo a short! 
period. A farmer who may require 
half a dozen, men during harvest, can 
get along with’ one man during a con- 
eidera'le part ot the year. One way 
to overcome this situatien would be tc 
€row tess grain, or give more atten- 
tion to stock, ctc., which would give 
employment for more men during cth- 
er seasons of the year. 

This, however, wi)l.not help the pres- 
ent situation. It is estimated that we 
wil require as many as 20,000 harvest 
hands trom outside in addition to ithe 
usual home supply. Twor years\ ago, 
with a smaller crop area anda much 
lighter crop, over 10,000 persons were 
(brought' in! from, the east to assist in 
the harvest. This would indicate that 
ihe 20,000 estimate is not really ex- 
cessive. Men are weli empioyed in the 
east this year and wageg are high 
there, so that! the prospect of obtain- 
ing the required assistance from the 
eastern provinces does not seem en- 
couraging. It bas been suggested that 
a number of men could be procured 
from the new settlements in Northern 
Alberta, but the surplus supply there, 
if any, would be limited, Possibly the 
Japanese population of British Golum- 
bia, whe are a thorn in the side of the 
labor element of that province, might 
be drawn, upon to a limited extent, 
fut 1.t ig dou'-tful if they; would, be -of 
much’ service in the harvest field. The 
main supply of useful farm help must 
be drawn from the older provinces or 
from, the States to ‘the south, and - ,if 
they <annot he procured in that direc- 
tion there will undoubtedly be! a short- 
age. The States ummediately. south of 
the boundary also] require a _ targe 
number of extra, harvest? hands ait 
about the same time as they are, want- 
ed here, soi that we cannot get many 
from. that! quarter. If an effort is to 
be made to bring men from the States, 
it will have to de done! in districts 
further south thon the border States.

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PRESBYTERIAN CONGREGATION 

In response to repeated requests 
from the pioneer Presbyterian settlers 
in the Ecmorto: district the bome mis- 
elon committee of the Presbyterian 
church of Canada sent out the Rev. 
A. B. Baird, M. A., B. D., as their first’ 
missionary. He is now Pref. Baird, 
of Manttoba Collage, Winnipeg. 

Mr. Baird is a native of Ontario, a 
graduate in arts of Toronto university, 
in theology, of Knox College, Toronto. 
He ob‘ained hid degree cf B. D. from 
ihe Free Church, College, Edinburgh, 
and immediately upon his return to 
Canada came under appointment to 
ihe Edmonton district, He shared the 
hardships of the trail with the early 
fettlers trayell-ng hy buckboard from 
Winnipeg to Edmonton. He landed in 
Edmonton in October, 1881, and began 
work in the ambiticus, booming towa 
and surrouading districts of Fort Sas- 
katchewan, Belmont, Sturgeon river 
and Clover Bar. 

The congregation was organized in 
November of the same year with the 
iollowing charter members: Mr. Hugh 
McKay, Mr. D. S. McKay, Mrs. P. Hei- 
minck, Mrs. Alf. Hutchings, Mr. Jas. 
A. Petrie, Mr. Geo. A. Blake, Mrs. 
Jas. Goodridge, Mrs. Thos. Henderson, 
Mrs. A. Omand, The tsolation ot the 
settlement forbid any rapid growih if 
any at all. Notwithstanding} this the 
small nucleus of a congrezation with 
warm and energe''c adherents decided 
to build a church and the presemt 
building was erected and opened for 
service in the fall of 1882. 

In ibe summer of 1884, Mr. Baird 
was duly called by the congregation. 
The Rev. Jas. Robertson, D. D., and 
Prof. D. M. Gordon, of Halifax, who 
was then misister, of Knox church, 
Winnipeg, were specially deiegated to 
induct him ivto the charge, which was 
done in September of that. year. He 
remained in charge until his appoint- 
ment as principal of the projected, In- 
dian Industrial schooi at Regina, In 
order that no vacancy mught occur a 
successor was appointed, by tha home 
m‘ssiou committee at its meeting in 
March of 1887. The man chosen was 
D. G. McQueen, B. A., of the graduatry 
class of that year, of Knox College, 
Toromio% He reached Edmonton on 
June 27th, and Mr. Baird left August 
16th, to temporarily take up tha mis- 
sion. of Si. Augustine in Winnipeg and 
also teaching in Manitoba College. He 
remained in Winnipeg permanently 
and was afterwards added to the ipro- 
fessional staff. The growth of the con- 
eregauion was from the nature “of 
things slow until after the completion 
of the Calgary & Edmonton railway 
in Aug. 1891, when a, decided advance 
took place. In 1892 the present manse 
was built. Early in 1893 Mr. McQueen 
was duly called by the congregatioh 
and inducted in charge by the Presby- 
tery of Calgary on May Ist, of that 
year. On April Ist, 1896, the con- 
gregation reached the status of a self- 
sustaining charge, and progress i's 
still taking place; as is im evidences hy 
the {me *ommodious and centrally 
situated new church in course of erec- 
fiory The little group of nine has 
grown unit! the membership now is 163, 
In view of this the sketch may be Aos- 
ed with the words “Who hath despised 
the day of «mall things.”

A proclama'ion wads issued by Lord 
Kuchener on August 7th, in accord- 
ance with instructions from the Im- 
perial government, the governments of 
Cape Colony and Natal concurring. The 
proclamation says al! comma ndants, 
likld cornets and leaders of armed 
bands, be‘ng burghers of the late re- 
publics and still engaged in resisting 
His Majesty's force whether in the 
Orange Colony, and the Transvaal por- 
tion of His Majesty’s South African 
Dominions, and all members of the 
governments of the late Orange Free 
State, and Transvaal, shall, unless 
they surrender before Sept. 15, be per- 
manenily banished from South Africa. 
The cost of Lhe maintenance of the 
iamilies of ali burghers in the field 
who have not surrendered by Sept. 15, 
she'l he recoverable from such burgh. 
ers and shall be a charge upon their 
property removable and unmovable in

monton prepared “for deposit in the 
cavity underneath the corner stone of 
the new Presbyterian church when. it 
was laid on August 12th, 1901, A. D. 

Edmonton was established as one of 
the posts of the Hudsun’s Bay Com- 
pany ear'y !n the Nineteenth Century. 
It remained merely as « post of the 
company unt.’ the seventies or early 
eighties of the century when ex-em- 
ployees of the company and others 
branching out iu various pursuits 
formed a settlement which later be- 
came the nucleus of the present town 
of Edmonton. ol 

In A. D, 1881, and previous to any 
ordinance providing for the support of 
schools out of public funds, a school 
building was crected on the southwest 
corner of McKay avenue and Fourth 
Street, and a teacher’ employed and 
paid out of funds provided by private 
subscription. “a 
; Dbe increase ia population of the dis- 
trict was comparatively siuw until the 
completion of the Caigary & Edmonton 
railway to its present terminus across 
the river in August, A. D. 1891, when 
a marked advance begzr resulting in 
the incorporation of the town of Ed- 
monton on the, ninth day, of January, 
A. D. 1892, with a population under one 
thousand, The present population is 


a littie over two thousznd five hun, 


dred. 

: The first assessmentj of tha town 
Shows a valuation of $673,694. The 
assessment for the current year is 
$1,504,479. 

The first mayor of the town was Mr. 
Matthew McCauley, one of the early 
pioneers, «nd he occupied the chair for 
three successive terms. His successors 
in order were: Dr. H. C. Wilson, Mr. 
Con Gailagher, Mr. John A. McDVoug- 
all, Mr. Wm. S. Edmiston and Mr. K. 
W. MacKenzie, B. A., who is now serv- 
ing his second term in the office. As- 
sociated with him in the council are 
Messrs. Robt. Lee, J. T. Blowey, Alf. 
Brown, W. T. Henry, J. H. Merris, and 
Harry Goodrdge,, with Mr. George J. 
Kinnaird as secretary treasurer, Mr. 
N. D, Beck, K. C., as solicitor, and Dr. 
E. A. Bratiiwaite, medical health offi- 
cer, T. A, Stephen as auditor, I. S. 
Cowan, police magistrate, Jas. Mc-
